We do not by any means object to Mr 
Breckinridge that he is in favor of the doctrim 
ol intervention, for John Bell is in favor of 
that doctrine, and we ourselves arc in I'aror of 
it. < >ur objection to Mr. Breckinridge is that 
he is the candidate of a jiarty which holds the 
doctrine of intervention to be of higher mo- 
ment than the existence of the nation, and 
which threatens to attempt to dissolve the Union 
not only if the National Legislature shall here- 
ut'ier fail to carry the doctrine into practice, 
but even if a constitutional majority of the peo- 
ple shall condemn the doctrine by tho election 
of Lincoln in N ivemlitr. We otiose Mr. 
Breckinridge not because he approves a cer- 
tain interpretation of the Constitution, for we 
.i j 'I N*a the same interpretation, but br the 
reason that he is the chief of a purty which set* 
t!it lure popular recognition of this particular 
interpretation of the Constitution uborc the 
Constitution itself, and alwve the Union. We 
close with Mr. Breckinridge not merely because 
his party makes the question of the preserva- 
tion of the l.'nion secondary to the question of 
intervention, but also because his party is de- 
liberately using both him and the question of 
intervention for the destruction of the Union, 
md for no other earthly purjiosc— if, indeed, a 
purpose so infernal may itself be reckoned 
earthly. 

This is the real issue; nnmcly, Union or Dis- 
union. As respects the doctrine ot interven- 
tion for protection, whatever difference there 
may lie in strictness between John Bell and 
John C. Breckinridge is distinctly to the ad- 
vantage of John Bell, who has sanctioned the 
doctrine not by words alone, but by votes as 
well. On this point the most the partisans of 
Mr. Breckinridge can reasonably undertake i* 
to plead the equality of their chief. he best 
tlu v can do is to cry quits, though we shnll not 
promise to respect the cry, if they raise it. Yet 
they certainly can do no better than to raise it. 
( In the true, the paramount, the overshadowing 
issue of the canvass, the issue of Union or Dis- 
union, John Bell is the unquestioned representa- 
tive and cmlsidiiiient of tho distinctive Union 
sentiment of the nation, whilst John C. Brcck- 
iaridgc is as clearly the p.irty head of the Dis- 
union sentiment of the South, ami. by a nec- 
essary law of public action, the party acces- 
sory of the kindred sentiment of the North. 
Whatever Mr. Breckinridge may he person- 
ally, he is jsililically the leader of the, Dis- 
nnionists. As such, wc oppose him, and com- 
mend him to the vigorous and unsleeping op- 
|s>sition of every friend of the Union and of 
the Constitution in tho Smith. 
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SPEECH 
HON. JOHN R BRECKINRIDGE. 

Umwmmm\ Kv.. Sept. 5. 

Everything is propitious for the gathering to- 
day. At at an early hour the roads from all di- 
rections were crowded with people. At 11 o'clock 
a salute of 3.1 guns announced the arrival of Mr. 
Breckinridge. He was bailed wilh enthusiastic 
demonstrations. 

At twenty minutes after 11 he arose and said: 
I lieg you, my neighbors, friends, and old con- 
stituents, to be assured that I feel profoundly 
grateful for the cordial welcome you have extend- 
ed to me. The circumstances under which I ap- 
pear before you are novel and unusual. I do it 
in obedience to the request of friends whose intel- 
ligence I have been accustomed to observe, and if 
it be an uncommon thing for a person in my p »i- 
tiorfto address assemblies of people, 1 can only 
-av I hope to discuss topics in a manner not alto- 
gether nnworthy the attitude which I occupy. I 
shall certainly indulge in no language which in 
my opinion will fall below the dignity of |sditical 
discussion. The condition of my health and my 
position make it impossible that I can extend my 
ice over this vast assembly, but I trust I will 



become stronger as I proceed. 

I have been asked, fellow-citizens, to speak at 
mv own home liecause I and the political organi- 
zation with which I am connected have been as- 
sailed in an unusual manner and charged with 
treason to my own country. I appear liefnre ynn 
to-day for trie purpose, first of repelling certain 
accusations which have been made against me 
personally and industriously through other State* 
of the I'nion, ami next to show that the princi- 
ples upon which I stand are the principles of both 
the Constitution and I'nion of our country, 
jlireat applause]. And surely, if at any time* a 
justification lould lie fouud bjj any man" for ad- 
dressing the people in the position w hieh I occupy, 
it will Im lound in my case. Anonymous writers 
and wandering orators bavechossn to tell Ihe peo- 
ple that I, individually, am a disunionist, and a 
traitor to my country, and they declare ami vith 
assurance affirm that 1 liave exhihired a treason 
that makes, by compariMm with it, Burr a patriot 
and the memory of Arnold respoctahle; but, fel- 
low citizens, before 1 come to those topic* I desire 
to make and prove a comprehensive s'atement in

Gustarns Adolphus Scroggs, who 
hits been Ismght by the promise that Lincoln, 
when elected, will ap|s>int him Marshal of 
New Yolk, hail the impudence to call the 
American State Council together at Schenec- 
tady on last Wednesday. He hoped that the 
true Americans of the State would pay no at- 
tention to his call, and that he might thus be 
enabled to create the false impression, by the 
aid of the renegade Americans like himself, 
that the Americans of New York had deserted 
Bell and Everett. But he reckoned without 
bis host, for the true men of the State were not 
to be caught napping. The illustrious Scroggs 
as disconcerted and dismayed when he called 
the Council to order. His first move was to 
appoint a committee on credentials composed 
of notorious Republican officeholders; he next 
refused to put a motion offered to substitute 
another committee, and also to put the ques- 
tion of .in apj.eal from his division. Patience 
being exhausted, a member arose and moved 
that the Vice President bj requested to take 
tin- chair, and put the questions himself, and 
after ■ thundering atlirniutivc Gen. Prescott 
assumed the position, and Sroggs and his 
bogus delegation withdrew to consult.

I did not seek or desire to be placed liefore the 
people for the office of President by anv conven- 
tion or any part of any convention. When I re- 
turned to the State of Kentucky in the spring of 
ls.">J and was infoi med that some partial friends 
were prescntim; my name to the public in that 
connection, and a certain editor whose presence I 
see here, in this State, had hoisted my name for 
the Presidency, I sai.l to him, friend... I am noi 
in any sense a candiilate for the l're«idencv, and 
I desired that my name micht be taken down 
from the head of their columns. It was done. 
A very eminent citizen of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky was presented for that office. I was 
gratified to see it, ami. as far as my own declara- 
tions were concerned. I united cordially in present- 
ing him for the suffrages of the American people, 
though, at no time, in or out of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, did I act or utter a word which 
would bring my nsme in conflict with his or any 
other eminent American citizen who desired or 
whoee friends dfsired for him that position; and, 
if you take the trouble to review the proceedings 
of the Charleston Convention, you will remember 
when I received the vote of Aikaosa* one of my 
friends arose and withdrew my name, declaring 
that I woukl not allow my name to come in oppo- 
sition to this gentleman' before the convention, 
and when that convention assembled at Baltimore, 
my feelings and my conduct v. ere still unchanged. 
After the disruption which took place there, my 
name, without any solicitation on my part, was 
suggested. Not deeming such a thing (swsiiile, I 
said I did not desire to be presented to the Amer- 
can people, but I am content wilh the honors 
which have been heaped upon me by my State 
and my country, and I look forward "with pleas- 
ure to ibe prospect I have of serving my country 
iu the Senate of the United S'ates for the next 
nix years. My name, however, was presented, 
an 1 I felt I could not refuse to accept the nnmi 
nation under the circumstances, without alatalon- 
ing vital principles and lietraying mv friend.. 

It is said tluit I was not regularly nominated 
and that an eminent citizen of Illinois was regu- 
larly nominated, but that is a question w hi, h I 
have not time to discuss to-day. and it has al- 
ready l>een thoroughly exhibited and discussed 
before the people.

I can 
only say that the Convention which assembled at 
the' Front Street Theatre, in myj udgtnctit, was 
devoid, not only of the spirit of justice, but of 
the forms of regularity. | Cheers. ] The gentle- 
men whom it presented never received the vote 
required bv the rules of Democratic organizations. 
Whole Sia'tes were excluded and di.franchi.seil in 
that Convention, not to speak of individuals. The 
most flagrant acts of injustice were perpetrated 
for the purpose of forcing a particular do^ma up- 
on tbe Democratic organization, ami the gentle- 
man who is the representative of that dogma — of 
principles which I will be able to show repugnant 
alike to reason and the constitution. 

Owing to the impropriety of those proceedings 
a decided majority of the delegates from your 
own State withdrew from the convention, declar- 
ing that it was not a national convention of the 
real Democratic organization— viz: The entire 
delegstion* from the fifteen Southern States and 
from California and Oregon, wilh large majorities 
from other States, making in whole or in part 
delegations from almost two-thirds of the States 
of the Confeileracy. represented at a national 
Democratic convention depending upon the au- 
thority and loyalty of the Democratic party.

I believe it has been published in almost every

It has lieen extensively charged and circulated 
that I was in favor nf the election nf (General 
Taylor to the Presidsncy and opposed to the elec- 
tion of Cass and Butler.

or' what they call tbe Tippecanoe speech and the 
divers reports of the reporters which t boy chose 
to make at different lime*.

a report which reads as follows, in reference to 
the territorial question: "'lh* people of the ter- 
ritories under tbo Kan as Nebraska act bavs the 
full right to abolish or prohibit slavery, which 
principle is as old as republican government 
ii self. Not only did 1 never uttor such a 
sentiment. but * I have no reason tn 
believe that anybody ever thought I uttered it. I 
had never seen it in anv newspaper anvwhoro, but 
I have no timo to waste in comments upon tbe 
propriety or delicacy of a gentleman who is before 
tho country for tho office of President, in intro- 
ducing tbe nam* of oue a ho i* also a candidate 
with me, and giving bis personal testimony a* to 
that gentleman's opinions. I shsll waste no time 
in tho discussion of tho propriety of sachacoaiaa. 
1 wish to meet tbe accusation. The Hon. S. A. 
Douglas, in a series of papers which be has boon 
reading in various States, and more recently in 
Concord N. H., I give bis own language: There 
i- not an honest man in all America, aays Mr. 
taMjJaa. who will deny that James Buchanan and 
John C. Breckinridge m lnii; were pledged to tlie 
di ctrine of non intervention bv Congress with 
slavery in tho Territories. Mark tho word as it ia 
there -Non intervention. I made speeches from 
the same stump with J. C. Brockinmhre i n isOfi 
w hen he was advocating his own claims tn the 
\ ice- Presidency, and heard him go to tbe extreme 
length in favor of popular sovereignty in the Ter- 
ritories. Then, afieaking of other gentlemen from 
the South who had been exprr-sing themselves iu 
the North, ho says: In every one of tho »t» eche- 
they advocate s |Uatter-*nve*reignty in its loudest 
sense. Here in the space of twelve lines yoa sec 
the words "non- intervention, popular sovereignty, 
squatter sovereignty." all evidently conveyiiit 
the same meaning. I held the doctrine of non- 
i iterveniion as it waa originally onderrtimd and 
engrafted into the Legislature of the country 
| Cheers] as I will prxreed to show nio'r,. 
fully in another form of mv speech, 
l.iit I sssume that Mr. Douglas, E 
this statemeur, meant to declare Hut ii 
lKofi, from the same stump with me. he advoeatail 
tho doctrine that Territorial Legislatures bad 
power to exclude slave property under territorial 
ulitions, and I presume be uses this expression 
that *en.e. and that is the question which has 
been tbe whole point in dispute. 

Well, at nn time, either before or after the pas- 
sage of tbe Kansas Nebraska bill in Congress, 
did I ever entertain or uttor the opinion that a 
territorial legislature, prior to the formation of a 
Srate constitution had power to exclude slave 
property from tthe common territories cf tbe 
I'mon and no other advocate of mv doctrines ran 
I* found who will substantially charge it. Now 
I am tj entertain you brieilv. by as clear an ex- 
position a* I can of the attitudes of par ies in re- 
gard to the questions at issue. In l«o4 we re- 
moved the restriction of the Missouri line and 
passed the Kansas Nebraska bill through both 
lb-uses and it became a law, and its friends 
North ami .South argued that them territories 
should be open to settlement. There was one 
point upon which the friends of the hill differed. 
Ihe Southern friends of tho measure and 
a few- of irs Northern friend* deniod tbe 
power, *lther of Congress or territorial legis- 
latures to exclude any description of proper- 
ty. Tho otber party assumed tbe ground that 
the Territorial Legislature had such exclusion. 
It was an unsettled question and thev agreed not 
to make it a matter of legislative dispute — but tn 
make a provision in the bill to refer it to tbv Su- 
preme Coort for ifeciiion, and all parties were 
bound to abide by the decision made by that au- 
gust tribunal upon thi* constitutional question. 
La| me now prove that there waa such an agree- 
ment. ( Irdinarily a bill cannot be taken from a 
Territorial court through the Supremo Court of 
the 1'ni'ed States until the matter in controversy 
amounts tn gl.iSKi. In order that this question 
might be tried liefore the Supreme Court, a claim 
was inserted to meet tbe contingency. Now. dur- 
ing the period between the passage of that bill 
and the decision of the Supreme Court, all persons 
on each side entertained their own opinions. We 
in the Smtb held that the Territorial legislature 
did not hare tbe power. Mr. Douglas and his 
friends held that the Territorial Legislature did 
have the power. We suspended that question 
and referred it by a bill to tbo Supreme Court of 
the I nited States, to determine tbo constitutional 
question therein involv' d. There waa s body

as rendered by said body. I think that s a pretlv 
plain statement nn that point, and 1 moke it to 
.how that there was a vow taken by Ihe Southern 
friends of tbe measure in Congress, and among 
th. in a vow taken by vour bumble speaker, to 
support the decision. [Mr. B. here read some ex- 
tracts from his speech delivered in the House of 
Keprrseiitati ves in ls.sl. We were willing to have 
tbe question deckled by ibe Court* of tbo L'nitod 
States. Again, I say. it i* contended on tho one 
hand that, upon the idoanf the equality nf the 
States under the Constitution and their com- 
mon nr. -perty in 1 he Territories, the citizens of 
the slave bo'lditu; States may remove to tbo Ter- 
ritories with their tlave* anil there legally hold 
them until the Territory is resolved into a 
State, and in that' capacity exclude 
them. Im tbe other bawl, it ia said 
that slavery being in conflict with common right, 
can exist only by force of positive law, anal it is 
denied that the' constitution ever furnished the 
law. I said, we demand that all citizens nf tbe 
I'nitcd State* be allowed to enter the aommnii 
territories with Ibe constitution alone in their 
hands, for that instrument protects tbe title of the 
ma.ter to his slave in thi* common territory. Y. u 
cannot complain if it does not proterf his title. 
We ,.-k no help from Congress. If difficulties oc- 
curred we were lo let them be settled bv the 
courts. 

Now upon mv own personal vindication. Tho 
d.*trines snnounced by me in that speech » ere 
just such as | have ever declared in the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: such a* I have ever declared 
in every public address which I have made in 
i ihio, Indiana. Michigan, and Pennsylvania. Af- 
terward', when it wa* understood toot I had been 
charged or that I had boon reported tn hove ad- 
mitted that this power belonged to the Territorial 
Legijlat ure. in the month nf >epteu,! ,-r or Octo- 
ker, WW the editor of the Kentucky Statesman, 
published in this city, alluding to this charge, 
made tbe following statement, to which I beg 
leave to refer vnu. Mark you, this wss before 
■ be Presidential election of iftao.

The contractors failed, and their sureties trans- 
fc-md the coutract to Mr. De Groot. who 
undertook its ]*rfortnancc on the original 
terms, associating with him two other parties. 
Steams and Darling. He failed to do so, how- 
ever — supplying only a portion of tbc bricks, 
and that at irregular intervals, and finally 
broke down in the attempt, as did also another 
jiarty to whom he transferred the contract — and 
finally the whole scheme fell through by the 
failure of Congress to make an appropriation.

('oiuprnmis*. thai with each successful acquititiun 
nf territory came a new stain on the l*ands of 
the I'nion. 

In view of this .'ate nf things, he advised, as the 
only remedy, that we return and re-estaMish the 
original policy of tbe nation and henceforth hold 
ss we did in the t>eginiiing, tbat slatery is .-t.lv a 
purely local and excep'ional Institution, while 
freedom is the enduring condition of society under 
the jurisdiction and authority of the Constitution 
of the I 'nited States, lie counseled thit for tbe 
reason that slavery, however it may he at any 
time excused, is at all lime* and everywhere un- 
just and inhuman in its na'ure, while freedom, 
however it may Is? st any time ar in any- 
place neglected or abused, is hi its nature 
right and just. It ran never be wise to persevere 
in voluntarily extending nr fortifviug an institu- 
tion that is wrong or cruel. It can never 1st un- 
wise to defend or fortify an institution that is 
founded on the right* uf human nature. I coun- 
sel thit fur a second reason. Kuowledge, emula- 
tion, and independence among the members af a 
social state are tbe chief elements of power. Ig- 
norance, indolence, and lamdage of individuals 
are always sources of national imlieeility and de- 
cline. All nations in their tuin have ' practiced 
slavery. Vint of theme have abnliahed it 
The wealthiest and m. st powerful nations have 
been i !...-•• which tolerated it least. In closing, 
he said, the combination* of slavery are broken 
up and ran never 1st renewed with success. Anv 
new combination must Is* based on ihe principle 
id" the Southern Democratic faction — that slavery 
L* inherently just and beneficent and ought to be 
protec ted- -which can no longer l*> tolerated at 
the North, or else, that slavery ia indifferent and 
unworthv of Federal protection- which is insuffi- 
cient in ihe .South— while the national mind has 
actually passed far Issvund hoi h of these principles 
and is' settled on the conviction that slavery, 
wherever and however it exists, is onlv to be re- 
gretted and deplored.
